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STATE COMMITTEE MEETS 


After Long and Heated Discussien Con- 
vention Is Ordered, 


CONSIDERED SET BACK FOR M'LAURIN 


Private John Allen and the Governor 
Are Waging a Fierce Fight for 
the Senate—The Joint Debate 
Between Them Was 
Interestin g.

Jackson, Miss., April 6.—(Special.)—Missis- 
sippi is in the throes ofa senatorial contest 
which takes a national aspect because one 
of the principal candidates is a national 
character. Locally, there might be just as 
much interest in this fight if Private John 
Allen had not shied his caster into the 
political ring*in pursult of his laudable 
ambition to hold an office for which bis 
record and his talents show him to be s0 
eminently fitted; but for those of us wh» 
live outside of Mississippi, John Allen's 
candidacy is the chief element: of interest 
in the contest, 

In. saying this there is no tendency to 
the ability or the prominence 
of that other gentleman who is Private 
John's principal opponent nor that of others 
who are regarded as possibilities. While 
none of them is as well known to the 
American public at large as the congress- 
man who has taught us that Tupelo is on 
the map, Governor McLaurin, Senator Sul- 
livan and Congressman John Sharpe Wil- 
liams are all strong figures in Mississippi 
politics, and wherever the lightning will 
strike in this group it will find a shining 
mark. 

Between McLaurin and Allen. 

The race as it stands now is unquestion- 
ably between Governor McLaurin and Con- 
gressman Allen. It has opened up with 
great vigor and, indeed, with no  MIlittie 
llerceness. 

These two gentlemen have met in two 
joint debates, one of them at Winona and 
the other at Clarksdale. These debates 
have been characterized princ.paily by the 
fierce attack which Congressman Allen has 
made upon Governor McLaurin’s adminis- 
tration and have served to outline very 
Clearly the issues of the campaign as these 
have beén developed at the present stage. 

For some time Governor. McLaurin has 
been an avowed candidate for the full six 
years’ term in the senate which begins the 
gia of March, 1901. Tne leg.slature which 
is to. be elected this fail will choose a sena- 
lur for the short term created by the 
geath of Senator Walthall, which is. be- 
ing filled at present by Senator Sul- 
livan under appointment. That term 
will expire the 3d of March, 191. For this 
short term Senator Sullivan is a candidate 
to succeed himsgif; and although that gen- 
tleman has not as yet made a formal anh- 
nouncement, it ig the general understand- 
ing that former Governor Lowery will aiso 
be a - candidate. Neither Governor McLau- 
rin nor Congressman Allen is a candidate 
for this short term senaicrship; and there 
is very little public interest manifested in 
it for the reason that it is generally ac- 
cepte@d that Senator Sullivan will su-ceed 
himself. 

There are no national issues, as such, in 
this fight for the long term senatorship. 
Both Governor McLaurin and Congress- 
man Allen are strong adherents of the 
Chicago platform. Both were original sil- 
ver men in the contest which consummat- 
ed in the making of that platform. The 
record of neither on this score is assailed 
by his opponent. The chief issues in the 
campaign are state. Congressman Allen is 
assailing the administration of Governor 
McLaurin in very vigorous terms, and the 
governor, on the other hand, is saying in 
substance that he would not have been a 
candidate for the senate had it not been 
for these and other similar attacks upon 
his record as a state official. 

In one of his speeches Governor McLau- 
rin stated that he had not des-red tu be 
& candidate for the United States senate 
and would not have been if his adminis- 
tration had received the support from men 
claiming to be democrats that it deserved. 
-To this Congressman Allen retorted: oy 
can truthfully say that I would not have 
been a candidate for the senate against 
Governor McLaurin if h’s administration 
@s governor had been such as to deserve 
the approval of the democratic party. So 
it is that Governor McLaurin and I are 
we are different.”

against his administration, and this Sug- 
gestion of Allen being the candidate of 
the gold element is cited as one of these 
efforts to becloud the real issues, 

The issue in Mississippi politics is to a 
very large extent McLaurin and anti-Mc- 
Laurin. .The governor is a very able politi- 
clan and the McLaurin family has for a 
g00d many years been one of the strongest 
factors in the democratic politics of the 
State. There were eignt of these McLaurin 
boys, and if any one of them failed at some 
time in his career to hold lucrative Office, 
the fact has been lost sight of. As a mat- 
ter of fact, most of these were honored 
by the people among whom they lived or 
by the legislature of the state by election 
to these offices, and it was not, as seems to 
be the common impression, by appointment 
of the governnor that they received the 
positions of honor they have held. It is 
true that the governor has upon several oc- 
casions seen tp. ii that his brothers were 
taken care of in lucrative political office, 
but the charge of wholesale nepotism which 
is a favorite theme with the anti-McLaurin 
men does not seem to hold good, 

In Joint Debate. 

McLaurin and Allen met in their first 
joint debate at Winona. Before that the 
sovernor had been making a good many 
speeches throughout the State, his practice 
being to leave Jackson quietly Saturday 
or Sunday and put in an appearance Mon- 
day morning at some county seat where 
court was in session and a crowd had as- 
sembled together. In this way and through 
such quiet work as it is possible for a gov- 
ernor from the vantage ground of the exec- 
utive mansion to do, Governor McLaurin 
had secured a good running start of the 
Statesman from Tupelo before the latter an- 
nounced his intention of going into the 
race. 

At the same time, however, that he had 
been building up political friendships Gov- 
ernor McLaurin had been making politi- 
cal enemies, and the result is that there 
was an element—how strong, it is yet to 
be developed—ready to go to the assistance 
of any man who would lead the fight 
against McLaurin, and this element is now 
active in supporting John Allen, who, up 
to this time, is the only announced candi- 
date against the governor. 

A number of the official actions of the 
Governor are being assailed by his critics. 
He is charged with building up a personal 
faction by peanut political methods, of all 
Sorts of solicited trading and of using in 
every way his official position to aid his 
own personal ambition. His action in ve- 
toing a bill for the erection of a capitol 
hére at Jackson and also for vetoing a bill 
carrying an appropriation for one of the 
state colleges are being mace live issues, 
tecause they come hyme close to the peuple 
of the state; but so far as tthe outside pub- 
lic is concerned, thera is scarcely enough 
interest in these two features tu warrant 
extended Analysis. 

The governor claims that the real animus 
of the campaign against him is the oppo- 
sition of the wealthy goldbugs of the 
State because of his position on the silver 
question and of certain railroad corpora- 
tions which, by suits brought by the legal 
officers of the state, are in a fair way of 
being compelled to pay into the state treas- 
ury a couple millions of dollars for back 
taxes from whicu they have considered 
themselves exempt under certain features 
of their charters. 

The Governor and Turnip Greens. 

Congressman Allen charges that these al- 
legations have been trumped up by the gov- 
ernor in order to overshadow the real js- 
sues in the campaign. For instance, the 
governor alleged that some of his critics 
are holding it up against him that he was 
wont to eat greens with his knife. As not 
a few voters in the state of. Mississippi 
happen to possess the same epicurean fail- 
ing, this charge was supposed to illustrate 
that the bloated aristocracy of the state 
had arrayed itself against McLaurin and 
against every other man who used his knife 
in a way tabooed in polite society. Now 
Private John does not pretend to be an 
authority on the gentler amenities of life, 
and he objects to what he claime is a bold 
and bad effort of the governor to array on 
his side all of the lovers of that most suc- 
culent of Mississippi dishes—turnip greens. 
He alleges that nobody on earth except 
McLaurin himself ever thought of this 
charge of sword swallowing, and cites it as 
an effort to secure the votes of the ‘‘gee- 
haw’’ boys by stirring up their prejudices. 

There is an equally vigorous repudiation 
on the part of Congressman Allen of the 
idea of anybody believing that the corpora- 
tions are fighting the governor for the part 
he has played in this matter of the collec- 
tion of back taxes from the railroads. He 
shows that the suits in question were 
brought long before Governor McLaurin 
had been chosen to his present office, and 
argues that the representatives of the rail- 
roads could thave nothing whatever against 
McLaurin, for the reason that McLaurin’s 
part in these back tax suits existed, like 
the greens Gharge, anly in his own im- 
agination. 

The two joint debates at Winona and 
Clarksdale developed into an elaboration of 
these charges and counter-charges. Th 
chief characteristic*of the debates wag the 
vigor of the onslaugiit made by Mr. Allen 
on the governor's record in the statehouse, 
Gne of the governor's reports was ‘nat 
Allen’s attack of him was that of a vulture 
turning upon @ wounded lion. John met 
this bit of characteristic sarcasm, pointing 
his scorn-finger at the governor and asking 
if anybody in the world had ever before 
likened him to a lion. John declared that 
the lion likeness, Ike a lot of the other 
phantasies in which the governor was in- 
dulging, were children of his own brain and

The Andrews house jis in the heart of 
the district occupied by the homes of New 
York’s richest millionaires. The house on 
the corner is occupied by H.

Rothschild. The firemen found it impossi- 
ble to save the Andrews house and devoted 
most of their energies to saving the Armour 
and Rothschild properties. 

Many times both were on fire, but the 
vigilance of the firemen ag often put the 
flames out. r 

The firemen were unable to get into the 
Andrews house as late as 3:30 o'clock. The 
roof then caved in and the interior was a 
seething caludron of fire. 

At 4 o’clock there were six women in all 
at the Presbyterian hospital. In the ex- 
citement all of their names and the ex- 
tent of their injuries could not be learned. 
It is not impossible that the missing gser- 
vants and some of the six women are

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LYNCHING OF TWO NEGROES. 


THEY MURDERED A FARMER 
NEAR MACON, MISS. 


Mob Takes Them from Officers and 
Swing Them from a Limb—One 
of the Negroes Confessed. 


Macon, Miss., April 6.—(Special.)—Mr. T. 
H. Clelland, a substantial and extensive 
farmer residing on the Johnston place in 
the northeastern portion of this, Noxubee 
county, was found dead in his bed yester- 
day morning, having been murdered by 
being choked to death. 

Today the coroner held an {nquest over 
the body, resulting In a verdict charging 
that Clelland came to his death at the 
hunds of two negroes~Mose Anderson and 
Forrest Jamison—as a result of a grudge 
they had against him on account of a mort- 
gage Clelland had on a horse belonging to 
the negroes. 

After the coroner’s verdict was received 
this evening, about 2 o'clock, a crowd num- 
bering seventy-five prominent white men 
assembled, and taking the negroes away 
from the sheriff, placed .them on mules, 
with ropes around theie necks, and after 
tying the other end to the Iimb of a tree, 
the mules were driven from under the tree, 
leaving the negroes to die by strangula- 
tion. : 

Jamison confessed that he choked Clel- 
land to death, while another negro, Mose 
Anderson, held the victim’s feet. 

No attempt at disguise whatever 
made by the mob, the hanging being done 
by cool-headed citizens in broad open day- 
light as a just retribution for the horrible 
Slaughter of a good cit.zen. 

A third negro, Henry Cunningham, was 
afterwards arrested on suspicion of being

an accomplice to the murder and is Low 
in jail in this place, but itis not yet proven 
that he js guilty. 

The body of Clelland was-today, shipped 
back to his former home in Kentucky, he 
‘having: moved here from the north about 
one year ago. 


GOES INTO FEDERAL COURT. 


TROUBLE MULTIPLIES FOR THE 
K. C., P. AND G. 


Attorney for Eastern Creditors At- 
tacks the Appointment of Re- 
ceivers. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 6.—Frank G. 
Haggerman, attorney for the State Trust 
Company, of New York, the principal cred- 
itor of the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf 
railroad, which was Saturday night placed 
in the hands of receivers faverable to local 
interests, filed suft Mm the federal court 
here today to foreclose the mortgage held 
bp the trust company on that part of the 
road south of the Missouri river for $23,- 
000, 000. 

The petition asks that a receiver be ap- 
pointed “to protect the interests of the 
bondholders,’’ and asks an injunction to 
prevent any action or doings in the mean- 
time, This is directéd against the Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf railroad and the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Trust Com- 
pany as trustee. The petition is a bill in 
equity and is extremely voluminous. No 
attack is made on the recetvers, Trimble, 
Gillham and Martin, but it is stated that 
the business of the road will not be ad- 
ministered for the benefit.of the State 
Trust Company and the bondhelders. The 
reason given for the suit is that the Pitts- 
burg and Gulf Company defaulted in its 
interest, amounting to $575,000, on April Ist. 
The company js declared to be insolvent 
and the northern branch lines are said to 
be a drain on the main system. 

The Missouri, Kansas and Texas Trust 
Company is made a defendant in the suit 
because it is one of the trustees of the 
Pittsburg and Gulf road. 

The suit was a surprise to the receivers, 
as no move was expected until after the 
attorney for the opposition, who has been 
here for several days, had returned to New 
York, 

Judge Philippis, of the United States 
court, is ill an@ it is not known when 
the case will be taken up. The action 
taken by the opposition this afternoon ap- 
parently ends all hope of a compromise 
and a bitter legal contest is certain, with 
the possibility of a clash between the fed- 
eral and the state courts. With two sets 
of receivers and different court rulings a 
merry legal tangle is inevitable. Both sides 
are confident of ultimate victory. The 
present receivers, who are all officers of 
the railroad and friendly to the former 
presidamt, A. E. Stillwell, were appointed 
late Saturday night last to forestall simi- 
lar action by the eastern interests. Mr. 
Stillwell left for New York last night. 
The object of his trip is not known. J. 
McD. Trimble, general counselor and one 
of the directors, and who has just returned 
from New York, where he has been en- 
gaged for some time with matters pertain- 
ing to the reorganization plans of the road, 
said he bellfeved the receivership is legal 
and will stand. It is said that his return 
here was for the purpose of defending the 
receivership in the courts. 


LIQUIDATING COMMITTEE MEETS

Joint Treffic Association Considers the 
Question of Dissolution. 

New York, April 6.—The liquidating com- 
mittee of the Joint Traffic Association held 
its first meeting in this city today with the 
object of settling the affairs of the associa- 
tion. 

The committee was appointed five months 
ago as a result of the decision of the United 
States supreme court adjudging the traffic 
body a combination in restraint of trade. 

At the meeting today a difference of opin- 
fon developed regarding the disposition of 
the association. Some of the committee 
held that the organization might be pre- 
served to continue as a bureau where the 
interested roads could file traffic schedules 
and the like. This has been done in the 
western associations and they continue for 
this purpose alone. Other members of the 
committee, however, expressed the fear as 
that as the Joint Traffic Association has 
been special object of the attack in the 
courts, its continuance even as a bureau 
for the registration of tariffs might be con- 
strued as evidence of contumacy and disre- 
gard the supreme court’s decision. No de- 
cision was reached at tocay’s session and 
the committee was continued. 


British Ship Is Missing. 

London, April 6.—Fears are entertained 
that the British ship Austria, from Mobile, 
January 9th, for B ifast, Ireland, may be 
lost. She has not been heard of since she 
sailed. The Austria registers 1,772 tons and 
belongs to Windsor, N. 8S. Her owners are 
E. Churchill & Sons. 


UUMEZ MAY PROVE 
TROUBLESOME YET 


id Warrior Seems Ambitious To 
Rule the Cuban People, 


STILL DEMANDS INDEPENDENCE 


Insurgent Generals Want him for Com- 
mander-in-Chief Again. 


HE WEAKENS AMERICAN AUTHORITY 


Gcmez’s Character Is Said To Be Nar- 
row, Resolute, Arbitrary and 
Exacting by Those Who 
Are Conversant with 
Him. 


Havana, April 6.—The Cuban military as- 
sembly being dead, General Maximo Gomez 
will take up his programme of solidifying 
the Cuban people into a party that shall, 
without ceasing, urge the United States to 
withdraw from the island. His purpose is 
to make the people. seem to have but one 
emotion, one desire—the thought of inde- 
pendence and of absolute separation from 
the United States. 

General Gomez considers the dissolution 
of the assembly as his personal achieve- 
ment, aided by the military administration 


‘here and countenanced at Washington. He 


believes that he emerges from the contro- 
versy with the assembly stronger than ever 
with the better classes. 

His theory is that the Cubans, who 
before thought him merely an adroit 
guerrilla chief, are now prepared to 
1egard him as a political leader and 
tnat a few days more probably will 
see him in name, general-in-chief of 
the army. 

Yesterday the Cuban general, Pedro Diaz, 
who commands in the province of Pinar 
del Rio, invited several generals and brig- 
ade commanders who are friendly to Gomez 
to a conference regarding the latter’s fu- 
ture course. As many who were invited 
were some distance away from Havana and 
could not arrive here in time for the meet- 
ing there were only a few actually present, 
but the possibility of reinstating Gomez as 
commander-in-chief was informally’ dis- 
cussed, with the result that little or no op- 
position to the proposal developed. In order 
to get a more general expression of opinion 
it was decided to defer the formal meeting 
until tomorrow morning. No other candi- 
date is possible, and if any such action is 
attempted it will undeubtedly be carried 
through. 

General Gomez, if reinstated, would be 
of great service to the United States in 
the disbursement of the $3,0uu,00u, but his 
political programme Means the keep- 
ing up of agitation and disturbance in 
the minds of the people and the weaken- 
ing of American authority by producing 
the impression that everything done by 
the Americans is temporary gnd may 
sooner or later be overturned. 

American observers consider any such ag- 
itation as extremely harmful to the indus- 
trial revival and the restaration of Cuban 
credit. 

Some who are high in authority and 
swho have exceptional opportunities. of 
knowing the character and ideas of 
Gomez, think the United States gov- 
ernment may have trouble with him 
yet. 

His attitude has always bcen consistent 
regarding independence for Cuba and he is 
still working for the same end. 

The national Cuban party and the Liga 
Patriotica continue their campaigns for the 
formation of the party of Cuban independ- 
ence. Efforts are now being inade to effect 
a consolidation of the two movements. The 
principal difference between them seems to 
be that one wishes ward representatives in 
a national convention to be chosen accord- 
ing to the number of voters in a ward, 
while the other insists upon three delegates 
for each ward without regard to the num- 
ber of voters in it. The committee of the 
naticnal party had the question of consoli- 
dation under consideration last sight, but 
decided that it had no authority to act in- 
dependently. The probability is that a union 
will soon be effected and that both organ- 
izations will then proceed upon the same 
lines throughout. 

Another strike has just begun on the 
lines of the United railroad system. There 
have been many similar attempts by the 
employees of this system to secure a re- 
establishment of the rate of wages in 
yogue before the war. In each ¢ase the 
companies have conceded something, and 
there has been little delay iv traffic and no 
disorder growing out of the agitation. 

The appointment by Collector Bliss of a 
Cuban negro to a position in the Havana 
custom house is applauded bv the element 
that is always seeking to propitiace the 
negroes. It is expected that similar ap- 
pointments will be made at other ports. 

All the official flags were half masted to- 
day at the hour of the interment in Arling- 
ton cemetery of the 336 soldiers who gave 
their lives for their country in Cuba or 
Porto Rico during the war with Spain. 

Canned Goocs Are Condemned. 
Captain Neil Gaines, in charge of 

the relief of the destitute of WHa- 
vana and provost of this city, has de- 
clined to give a receipt and thus make 
himself:accountable for 50,000 cans of beef, 
300,000 cans of tomatoes and quantities of 
dried apples and other stores, knowing that 
part of these provisions are spoiled. The 
supplies are in warehouse No. 9 at Regle.

RAILROAD BUILDING IS HEAVY. 


Railway Age Asserts That 5,000 Miles

Washington, <Apr:l 6—The crujJser D2- 
triot, which is now lying off LaGuayra, 
Venezuela, has been ordered post haste to 
Blucfields, Nicaragua, for the protection of 
American interests in that quarter. 

On the way she will.touch at Port Li- 
mon, Costa Rica, where her commander 
will put himself in communication with 
the United States consul at that point 
and where he also may receive further 
instructions, She ts élso likely to make @ 
brief siop at Greytown. 

Her ciispatch under hurry orders is at 
the urgent request of the state department, 
to which American residents both at Blue- 
fields and in Costa Rica have appealed for 
protection of American interests. The ar- 
bitrary and extortionate policy adopted by 
General Torres at Blueficlds, who on more 
than one occasion has made himself per- 
gona non grata to this government and 
whose restoration to power at this time hag 
been followed by the acts which Aagierican 
residents resent and protest against, is the 
main cause» of the vessel's dispatch. 

The state department at the same time 
has cabled instruqtions to the United 
States dipiomatic representative at Blue- 
fields to lodge an energetic protest with 
the Nicaraguan government against the 
action of Genera) 1. orres and a disregard of 
this protest wili be tellowed up Dy a more 
positive step an the part of this govern- 
ment.

One of the most interesting issues of this 
campaign has been the cry raised by the 
governor and his people in favor of a gen- 
eral primary on the senatorship. When 
the question was ra‘sed Congressman Allen 
promptly declared that he would pe wii-ing 
to meet the governor in such a primury or 
in any other way, but there has been very 
strong opposition throughout the state to 
this idea of a general primary vy which the 
total vote cast for the several candidates 
throughout the entire state was to be taken 
and there was to be no taking account of 
county lines. 

The newspapers of the state—many of 
those favorabie to the governor as well as 
most of those opposed to him—jave fought 
this general primary idea. Thev are will- 
ing and anxious that the people should be 
given the opportunity of expressing their 
views through county primaries, thus in- 
structing the individual memoers of the 
legislature; but they are opposed to a plan 
which would allow some counties where 
the sentiment was ail one way to roll up 
large majorities to offset tLe action of a 
number of other counties where tbe «contest 
might be close. The scheme of the McLau- 
rin men was to have it so ttxed that the 
southern part of the state, which is prac- 
tically a unit for McLaurin, would be able 
to poli sufficiently large majorities to oftf- 
set whatever the other candidates might be 
able to do in other parts of the state. 

Will Hold a State Convention. 

The state committee, at its meeting to- 
day, fought from morning until night ,.over 
the question of primary or no primary, and 
the result is regarded a distinct victory for 
the anti-MclLaurin element.

PASCO MEN ON

In Case Taliaferro Nor Pasco Can Show 
They Have Sufficient To Elect 
on First Ballot—Bloxham or 
Raney Regarded as 
Possibilities. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 6.—(Special.)— 
Neither house of the legislature was in 
session after the dinner hour yesterday, 
and the members spent the afternoon and 
evening discussing the senatorial contest. 
No legislative work proper will be under- 
taken until the committees are named and 
organized. Indeed, no important measures 
will be seriously consider: d until a United 
States senator is chosen. 

A reaction seems to have overtaken the 
pyrotechnic leap of Colonel Taliaferro’s 
chances to succ.ed Senator Pasco. After 
the election of Mr. Taliaferro’s avowed 
friends to the chief offices in both houses, 
the Taliaferro people were jubilant and 
loud in their boasts that a d-cisive vic- 
tory had been won. It has now developed 
to an acknowledged certainty that Sena- 
tor Pasco and his friends really made no 
effort to influence the organization of 
either house. 

Mr. Taliaferro’s: most prudent and con- 
servative friends have expressed them- 
selves as being fearful that these ex- 
travagant boasts will quickly breed a dan- 
gerous spirit of over-confidence, and they 
are industriously advising more work and 
less talk. Although Senator Pasco is be- 
ing bitterly attacked from several quarters 
he seems to have his forces well in hand, 
and his quiet, unexcited work and evident 
fairness in all matters which -have thus 
far arisen are having their effect upon 
legislators. 

At the samc time there has been more 
talk of a «lark horse today than at any 
previous time. The gentlemen whose 
names are most likely to be presented, if 
neither-Pasco nor Taliaferro can secure a& 
majority, are discreetly keeping quiet for a 
few days and awaiting developments, Gov- 
ernor Bicxham: and.ex-Chief Justice Ra- 
ney, both of Tahahasses, are regarded as 
the most probable Cark horses, and, al- 
though both are here, the former as the 
chief executive of the state, and the latter 
as the jeader of the house of representa- 
tives, neither has as yet shown any activ- 
ity in seeking support for. the senator- 
ship. 

The legislature which has just convened 
is undoubtedly. cumpaqsed: of a stronger 
body of men than any which has assem- 
bled since the adoption of the constitution 


in 1885. The senate is cspecially strong, 
almost every senator being a lawyer or 
business man of uffairs. The house, too, 


is well supplied with brainy and conserva- 
tive members. The executive officers of 
the state are congratulating themfelves 
that the laws ‘enacted this year will con- 
tain a minimum of radical or 1l-consider- 
ed measures. 

Thursday, April 13th, was set asitle for 
eulogies upon the lives and characters of 
two distinguished members of the genate, 
who have died since the last session of the 
legislature—Hon. Charles J. Perrenot, pres- 
ident ef the senate of 1897, and Hon, 

D.. Chipley, of Pensacola.

The Unitel Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica Likely To Be Made Feel 
Its Power.

Little Rock, Ark., April 6.—A new feat- 
ure of the far-reaching effect of the anti- 
trust law is just beginning to be realized, 
That is the probability that it will destroy 
all labor organizations in the state. 

The law is operative against any combina- 
tion seeking to control the price of various 
enumerated commodities or ‘‘anything.’’ 

Labor, being defined as ‘‘a thing,” all 
unions, associations, brotherhoods, federa- 
tions or fraternities for the purpose of 
mutual protection and the keeping up of a 
standard of wages come under the ban of 
the anti-trust law. The attorney general 
has already been approached on the sub- 
ject by a coal operator, and he expressed 
the opinion that the law can be applied to 
the United Mine Workers of America. That 
organization inaugurated and is maintain- 
ing a strike in the coal mines of western 
Arkansas. Although the union has no as- 
sembly and no theadquarters in the state, it 
is said that the leaders can be mandamused 
and the organization, as such, outlawed. 

Should the law be found operative against 
the miners in this instance, it will affect 
thousands of men of all organizations, such 
as the Brotherhood of Locomotive, En- 
gineers, the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen, conductors, switchmen, printers, 
and in fact, every. labor organization whose 
members may be employed under an agrec- 
ment or contract in the state of Arkansas. 


TELLS WHY DATE WAS CHANGED 


Treasurer Brewster Issues a Statement 
to the Public. 

New York, April 6.—Eugene V. Brewster, 
treasurer of the dinner committee of the 
Chicago platform democrats, today issued 
the following statement:

SANTIAGO HEROES 
ARE LN TO REST 


Burial of the Dead at Arlington 
Is Largely Attended 


MILITARY HONORS RENDERED 


President McKinley and Members ef the 
Cabinet Are Present, 


FLAGS ARE ALL AT HALF MAST 


Three Hundred and Thirty-Six Bodies 
Are Arranged Beside the New- 
Made Graves, Into Which 
They Will Be Low- 
ered. 


Washington, April 6.—With full honors of 
war, upon the crest of the southern slope of 
Arlington cemetery this afternoon, the na- 
tion, represented by President McKinley, 
his cabinet and other high dignitaries of the 
government, the commanding general of the 
army and other distinguished officers, all 
the regular and militia organizations of 
the district and a vast concourse of 15,000 


people, paid the last tribute of honor and ' 


respect to the bodies of the 336 officers and 
men who gave their lives on distant battle- 
fields for their country during the Spanish- 
American war, and who were today mus- 
tered into the silent army that sleeps in 
the last bivouac of the brave. r 

The spot selected js in the new addition 
to the cemetery looking out upon the broad 
sweeping Potomac. In this turial lot, which 
covered two acres in extent, in parallel 
rows the wooden boxes containing the cas- 
kets were ranged, separated by great 
mounds of earth. Over each box an Amer- 
ican flag wag draped. 

There was no particular order in the Cis- 
position of the remains, though an excep- 
tion was made in the case of officers. 

The boxes containing. the bodies of Cap- 
tain, Edgar Hubert, of the Eighth United 


States infantry; Lieutenant L. I. Barnett, 
Ninth United States infantry: Lieutenant 


William Wood, Twelfth United States in- 
fantry, and Lieutenant Frances Creighton; 
United States volunteer signal corps, w@e 
placed at the head of the line of graves, im- 
mediately under the eye.of the presidential 
party. Of the others fully 70 per cent are 
identifled: About 30 per cent are wholly un- 
known or Known only by» the regiment to 
which they belonged, 

A platform has been erected, inclosed 
with flags and draped in mourning to accom- 
modate the distinguished personages in case 
of inclement weather, but the day was an 
ideal one, and the platform was practically 
unoceupied. Long before the arrival of the 
military thousands of people had surround- 
ed where the dead _ soldiers 
lay, 

President Reaches Arlington. 

At 2:30 the presidential party, which had 
been caught in a jam at the Potomac bridge 
from which it required a dozen mounted po- 
lice to extricate them, reached the inclosure. 
They were followed by General Miles and 
his staff, the military attaches of the Brit- 
ish and German embassies, all mounted, and 
the military escort. As they arrived the 
solemn strains of the dead march in ‘Saul’ 
silenced the vast assemblage and with heads 
bared the crowd stood at the graveside 
while the presidential party advanced and 
the military dispositions were made. The 
military was under the command of Colo- 
ne] Francis L. Guenther, and consisted of 
the district national guard, the light bat- 
ter with two Hotchkiss guns, a battalion of 
naval militia and the regular.troops from 
the arsenal at Fort Myer. 

The troops were formed upon three sides 
of a rectangle and files of soldiers were 
marched into the ranks of the dead. Flank- 
ing the space at the head of tne 
graves were the red-codted artillerymen 
who were to fire the last salute, and on 
the left was stationed the Fourth ar- 
tillery band. The’ president, accompanied 
by Secretary Gage, Secretary Long, Post- 
master Genera] Smith, Secretaries Hay, 
Hitchcock and Wilson, Assistant Secretary 
Taylor, General Corbin, General John M. 
Wilson and Colonel Bingham, came for- 
ward with uncovered head and took his 
place in the open space facing the graves, 
He was followed by General Miles and his 
staff in full uniform and other distinguished 
guests, including some of the representa- 
tives of foreign countries. 

Just as the president arrived a pathetic 
incident occurred when aged Mr: and Mes. 
O’Dowd pressed through the lines and 
placed a bunch of roses on the casket of 
their son, John ©’ Dowd, of the Seventh 
infantry. The parents of Lieutenant Wood 
also came forward and deposited a beauti- 
ful wreath of flowers and the sword of 
that gallant officer upon his casket. Im- 
mediately the band broke out in the sweet 
strains of ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,” 
and Post Chaplain C.. W. Freeland, of Fort 
Monroe, in the ecclesiastical robes of his 
cffice, with Rev. Father McGee, of St. 
Patrick's church, followed by three purple 
gowned acolytes, advanced to the graves 
and the funeral services began. They were 
very simple, but very impressive. 

Committal Services Are Read. 

Rev. Freeland read the military commit- 
tal service of the Episcopal church, be- 
ginning with ‘‘Man that is born of wo- 
man,"’ and concluding with the promise of 
heaven contained in the words, ‘I am the 
cesurrection and the life.” 

As he pronounced the words ‘Dust to 
dust, earth to earth,’’ the soldiers at the 
side of each grave crumbled a clod of 
earth upon each casket. The vast con- 
course bared their heads to the solemn 
words and scenes and thousands joined in 
the Lord’s prayer. 

Rev. Father McGee then consecrated 
with the churchly power invested in him 
the earth into which the bodies of the 
Catholic soldiers were placed.

YELLOW FEVER IS STAMPED OUT 


Old Church Occupied by the Spanish 
Soldiers Was the Source of In- 
fection, It Is Said.

Washington, April 6.—Major General John 
R. Brooke has forwarded to the adjutant 
general copies of reports of sanitary meas- 
ures taken in the departments of Santa 
Clara and Matanzas, 

Major J. H. Hysell, chief surgeon of the 
Clara, im a report 
dated at Cienfueges February 26th, says: 

“Since the departure of Spanish troops. 
February 6th, there has been employed in 
cleaning up the different hospitals and bar- 
racks about 1,000 men, mostly members of 
the late insurgent army. The cittes of this 
province were in a dirty and filthy condi- 
tion when the troops arrived and it has re- 
quired a large amount of labor and money 
- place them in a good sanitary condi- 

on. 

There had heen seven cases of yellow 
fever among the troops at Sancti Spiritus 
with one death. The source of the infec- 
tion was an old church formerly used by 
the Spanish soldiers as a hospital. Other 
buildings where there were cases of small- 
pox and other diseases were destroyed by 
the Americans. 

Lieutenant Colonel Timothy E. Wilcox, 
chief surgeon of the department of Ma- 
tanzas, reports under date of March 6th 
he had visited thirteen different towns in 
the department and says that the rations 
and medical supplies have been distributed 
in tnese places and greatly relieved the 
suffering. The condition of people has 
greatly improved. Those who have suffi- 
ciently recovered from _ starvation and 
sickness have gone to work. The reconcen- 
trados have gone back to the country when 
able, but many are obliged to return (for 
rations, food being unobtainable in suffi- 
client quantities to sustain them. - Assist- 
ance will be required for nearly two months 
longer. Deaths from _ starvation have 
ceased to occur; the people are cheerful 
and hopeful. One sees smiling faces and 
hears laughter and singing. The horrible 
pictures which were everywhere in evi- 
dence in January are for the most part 
waiting,although anaemia and debility from 
malarial diseases are still present. One re- 
port gave 450 deaths during the year and 
twenty-four births during the same period. 

It was found that canned tomatoes were 
not desirable and it was recommended that 
an equivalent of rice be added to that al- 
ready allowed. 

It appears that the limit of safety for un- 
acclimated troops in this province is May 
ist. After that date palustral fevers as well 
as yellow fever may be expected. This is 
the consensus of opiinon of medical men 
throughout the province visited. 

Schools were found in operation and ap- 
parently well attended. 

Major E. F. Taggart, chief commissary 
of the department of Matanzas, also made 
a-report. He says that there can be no 
doubt about the wisdom of having furnish- 
ed assistance to the destitute. The ecnd- 
tions were such that if food had not been 
fiirnished starvation would have 
in many cases. He adds: 

‘Many of the best, and apparently disin- 
terested citizens who are in good circum- 
stances. have asserted that the issuing of 
free rations is a mistake because those who 
are fed will not work. I am convinced that 
no rations are being issued to those who 
ean work and that a continuation of the 
issue of rations is so necessary to the 
health and strength of those who cannot 
work that without assistance many of them 
must surely die. : 

“On account of the improved conditions 
all over the province one-third of those who 
received rations the past month are able 
to provide for themselves now.”

WON’T BE NAMED GETTYSBURG. 
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Governor of Pennsylvania Objects to 
Giving It to a Cruiser. 
Harrisburg, Pa., April 6.—In a letter 
which Governor Stone today wrote to »  F 
8. Grenoble, of Gettysburg, declining to 
sign a petition addressed to the secretary 
of the navy, urging that one of the new 
cruisers be named the . “Gettysburg,” the 


executive said: 

“If naming a cruiser ‘Gettysburg’ would 
alone honor and distinguish the excellent 
town of that name I would not hesitate 
to join with you in this request; but to the 
whole country and to the civilized world 
that name typifies a great battle which 
settled a controversy between the north 
and the south of our country. To both sec- 
tions it recalls a great heroic struggle. 
The victory was with the north; the defeat 
with the south. 

“Tn the recent war with Spain the north 
and the south were blended as one in de- 
fense of our -flag. Our battleships and 
eruisers are manned by sailors and ma- 
rines from both the north and the south, 
and I do not think it wise that a name 
should be selected for any of our vessels 
which will revive the unpleasantness which 
grew out of the civil war and existed for so 
many years. 

“Let Gettysburg be honored and revered 
as the site of a great battle, wherein the 
survivors of the northern army and the 
survivors of the southern army can alike 
uphold the valor of their comrades. I am 
not in favor of giving any vessel in our 
navy @ name which will distinguish a bat- 
tle fought by Americans against Ameri- 
cans.”’

At their ad- 
vice, Tidwell was placed on a litter and 


taken to the city hospital, but just as the | 


hospital was reached Tidwell gave a gasp 
and died. His death ecame within about 
half an hour after being cut. The body 
was taken to Undertaker Wood's, on Mul- 
berry. street, where the coroner held an 
inquest and the remains were prepared for 
burial at. the request°of the familly of the 
deceased and the East Macon lodge of 
Knights of Pythias, of which Tidwell was 
a member. 
Burge Arrested. 

When Burge stabbed Tidwell he did not 
attempt to get away. Patrolmen Lavender, 
Dumas and Plunkett rushed_out from po- 
lice headquarters and seized Burge and 
locked him up. At the time of his arrest 
he held in his right hand the knife with 
which he cut Tidwell. He quietly handed 
the knife to Patrolman Dumas. Soon after 
Burge’s arrest a young white man n ed 
Charley Roberts was arrested by Patrol- 
men Dumas and Plunkett on the charge of 
being an accessory to the killing. If was 
alleged that Roberts handed to Burge the 
knife with which Tidwell was killed. Ina 
few minutes after the death of Tidwell 
Burge and Roberts were carried from the 
city parracks to the county jail by Patrol. 
men Dumas and Plunkett. While en route 
to the jail Burge was informed that Tid- 
well was dead. He expressed regret at his 
death, but said he was forced to act in 
self-defense and in the protection of the 
good name of his sister. 

Cause of the Trouble. 

The following are said to be the -facts of 
the cause of the trouble: 

Burge has a sister about seventeen years 
old, who is quite pretty and attractive. 
Tidwell, although a married man, com- 
menced to pay her. attention, but Miss 
Burge was not aware of his being married 
and thought he was single. Yesterday Tid- 
well invited Miss Burge to take a buggy 
drive with him, but she had ascertained 
then that he -had a living wife and she 
wrote him a note declining his invitation 
and telling him that, to her surprise, she 
had learned that he was not a singie man. 
Tidwell, it is said, replied to the note in a 
loving way, by this means séeking to ap- 
pease Miss Burge's indignation. When 
Charley Burge went home last evening to 
supper Miss Burge and her mother told 
him of the occurrence. Last night after 
supper Burge, who lives on Fourth street 
in west Macon, went over the river to East 
Macon, in which section of the city Tidwell 
lived, to see Tidwel) for tlie purpose of ab- 
taining from him an explanation of,his 
conduct to Miss Burge and to forbid a 
continuance of his behavior toward her. 
Burge found Tidwel| playing a game of 
pool ‘Burge asked him to come out of the 
room. as he desired to speak to him. Tid- 
well declined to do so, whereupon Burge 
struck at him with his fist, but Tiawell 
dodged and caught only a glancing biow 
on the side of the head. The parties were 
Promptly separated and Policeman Laven- 
der made cases against Burge and Tidwell 
for fighting and their trial was set for this 
morning at half-past 10 o’clock before Re- 
corder Freeman. Burge and Tidwei! both 
appeared at the city hall this morning to 

tand trial and while waiting for court to 
convene the cutting of Tidwel| occurred.

court. Burge was standing with his back 
against the side of the building, when Gus 
Tidwell ahd Tidwel!'s brother walked up to 
Burge, so the evidence runs, and Gus Tid- 
well said to Burge. in threatening man- 
ner, “Why did van strike me last night?’ 
Burge replied: “Well. don't let us discuss 
that now, for we are up here at court to 
heve that settled.” 

Tidwell became more defiant and finally 
his brother and some one else got him to 
leave Burge alone and go away. He walked 
off a little distance, but presently returned 
to Burge and again addressed him in a defi- 
ant manner, and said: “If you say your sis- 
ter didn’t know I was a married man, you 
are a damn liar and thief.” and it ts said 
that as Tidwell spoke he also struck Burge 
with his fist. 

Instantly Buree flashed out his knife and 
drove the long blade in Tidwell's side, then 
stabbed him fn the throat and once again 
sent the blade in Tidwell’s side. 

None but civilians were standing near the 
combatants at the fatal] moment, and in the 
face of the flashing and rapilly acting 
knife they seemed powerless to do anvy- 
thing.

Wh en route 
to jail Roberts admitted to 2atrolman 
Plunkett that he did give a knife to Burge, 
but that it was Burge’s own Knife which he 
had borrowed from Burge shortly before the 
difficulty, and later Burge asked him for 
the knife and he delivered it to nim shortly 
before the cutting.

Personnel of Parties. 


Miss Burge is known as a very modest 
and sweet young woman, and many today 
spoke highly of her. 

Charley Burge is a plumber, a son of 
Mr. John Burge, and resides with his pa- 
rents on Fourth street. 

ly, A. Tidwell, or Gus Tidwell, as he was 
generally known, conducted a meat macket, 
He resided in East Macon with his wife. 

Coroner’s Inquest. 

Several witnesses were heard at the coro- 
necr’s inquest this afternoon, and the in- 
quest was then adjourned until tomorrow 
morning, when the hearing of evidence will 
be resumed. The testimony at the inquest 
was in line with the foregoing statement 
of the affair. It is furthgr said that there 
will be evidence tomorrow to show that 
Tidwell tried to buy a pistol today just 
before the difficulty with Burke. 

In addition to the wounds already de- 
scribed, Tidwell was cut twice on the arm. 
The stab in the neck entered so deep and 
was so violently made that a bone in the 
neck was severed and the point of the knife 
bent. One of the knife thrusts in the side 
entered the sack of the heart and this 
wound, as well as the one in the throat, 
was sufficient to produce death. 

The City Enjoined. 

Macon, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—A few 
days ago a representative of the Chicago 
Portrait Company was fined by Macon’s 
recorder $25 for doing business without a

NEAR AMERICUS. 


Jcel Holloway, a White Man, Killed 
by a Negro Whom He Was 
Pursuing. : 


Americus, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—A fa- 
tal tragedy occurred on the Salter planta- 
tion, near Americus, this afternoon. Joel 
Holloway, a young tenant farmer, had a 
dispute with a negro, Tom Ross, about u 
plowstock, and advanced upon him with a 
stick. Ross ran into an outhouse, pursued 
by Holloway. When inside the building the 
negro seized a weeding hoe and dealt

ROEHRIG’S PEOPLE FOUND. 


ARTICLE AND PICTURE IN CON- 
STITUTION DID THE WORK. 


Relative Writes from Chicago That 
the Dead Man Was His Uncle. 
History of Roehrig. 


——_ 


Quitman, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—In The 
Constitution for March 27th was publish- 
ed a report of his death and a description 
of himself and his effects, together with 
his photograph. He claimed to have no 
relatives, but there were circumstances 
which led his friends to believe that this 
was untrue. In addition to,the photo- 
graph which was publishe@ there were 
three of himself alone and one of a lady. 
His pictures had no mark to show where 
they were made, and that of the lady had 
all writing and the address of the pho- 
tographer carefully scratehed off. Alto- 
gether there seemed to be-no clew that 
would lead to the discovery of his people. 

But the article referred to apove did the 
work. A day or two ago the police depart- 
ment.received a letter from an attorney in 
Norfolk, Va., who had seen The Constitu- 
tion article, and who wrote to say that 
he knew the Carl Rensing to whom the 
New Year card had been sent by Roehrig 
and returned unclaimed. He gave Mr. 
Rensing’s present address in Cincinnati, 
and a letter was at once dispatched asking 
for information. 

An answer has not yet been received, 
but Tuesday another letter was received 
from a gentleman in Chicago who had 
seen the article as copied by a Chicago 
paper and wrote for further information. 
He states that he believes the E. A. 
Roehrig who died here. on the 20th of 
March to be his mother’s brother, Carl 
August Emil Roehrig, and gives a short 
history of the man. He was educated at 
Sheboygan, Wis., and at a Lutheron col- 
lege in Addison, Ill. After graduating he 
taught school for some time, resigning to 
take up the, to him, more congenial pur- 
suit of music, he being an accomplished 
performer on various instruments. He set- 
tled down at Lawrenceburg, Ind., where he 
married. He left his wife, for reasons un- 
known to the writer, and took up a roving 
habit of life. His family heard from him 
occasionally, but for some reason he be- 
came estranged from them and they have 
not heard from him for several years. His 
mother, now eighty-four years old, is liv- 
ing in southern Illinois with a daughter. 
Beside this daughter and the mother of 
the writer, he has two sisters, one living 
in Chicago and the other in a small town 
in Minnesota. 

Mr. A. O. Smith, at whose house Roehrig 
died, is a native of Kentucky, having been 
raised only a few miles from Lawrence- 
burg, Ind. He says that they often talked 
of that neighborhood, and he found that 
Roehrig knew as much about it as he him- 
self, but he would tell nothing of the cir- 
cumstances under which he knew the coun- 
try, saying that he had unpleasant mem- 
ories connected with it. 

All that is known of Roehrig tallies with 
the description given by this gentleman, 
and they are doubtless the relatives whom 
his friends have been seeking. 

Mr. Smith has written this party, giving 
all the information in his possession and 
sending the photographs, and his reply will 
doubtless close the search, 


FOUGHT THE REVENUE OFFICERS 


Lively Times at a Still in Jackson

LAW INTERRERES 
WITH CANDIDATES 


Interesting Phases of the Mayoralty Con- 
test in Augusta. 


PHINIZY WAS DISQUALIFIED

From Filling Out Unexpired Term of 
Mayor Walsh. 


KERR WAS PROVEN TO BE A FOREIGNER 


Therefore He Was Not Eligible—Now. 


Robbe May Have To Retire 
from the Race. 


Augusta, April 6.—(Special.)—The law is 
cutting quite a considerable figure in the 
mayoralty election in Augusta which has 
been made necessary by the untimely death 
of the lamented Mayor Patrick Walsh. In 
view of the bitterness of the memorabie 
three-cornered contest between Walsh, Dun- 
bar and Kerr, there was an earnest desire 
on the part of the community that Mr. 
Jacob Phinizy, who was acting mayor dur- 
ing the three months of Mayor Walsh's 
illness, might remain in the office for the 
unexpired term without an election. 

The newspapers were advocating this 


course, and popular sentiment was ready to. 


indorse it, when the law was produced 
which settled beyond doubt that the acting 
mayor could not continue in office without 
an especial election to fill the vacancy, and 
that Mr. Phinizy being a member of coun- 
cil would not be eligibie as a candidate be- 
fore such special eiection. 
Kerr Not a Citizen. 

In the last election the question of Mr. 
Dan Kerr’s citizenship Was brought up, 
and though it never became a practical is- 
sue in tne campaign, his eligibility was 
questioned by some on the ground that he 
was fyreign-born and had never taken out 
Naturalizaiion papers in this country. since 
coming of age. After Mr, Walsh's election, 
Mr. Kerr thought he would be on the safe 
side and eliminate this issue from the next 
Campaign, so he went down to the court- 
house took the Oath of intention and pre- 
pared to become a duly naturalized citizen 
in time for the next election tnree years 
hence. Of course Mr. Waish’s death and 
another election at this time was not fore- 
seen. So instead of qualifying himself, Mr. 
Kerr unequivocally disqualitied thimseif ror 
this special election, for the law demands 
that a mayor snail have been two years a 
citizen. While Mr. Kerr’s citizenship was 
a matter of legal question in the last race, 
at present his application for cituzenship 
and oath of ailegiance are a matter of rec- 
ord in the clerk's ollice only a little more 
than a year ago, so that the law eliminated 
Mr. herr just as it had done Mr. Pnhinizy. 
Dunbar Ketired for Personal Reasons. 

Mr. William M. Dunbar, the other eandi- 
date, promptly announced his candidacy up- 
on the death of Mayor Walsh, and was pre- 
paring lo make a sc(rong fight for the onice, 
when for personal reasons he was com- 
peiled to withdraw. .lt was seneraily be- 
ueved that he would retire from the race 
when Major Black entered it, because the 
latter had made Mr. Dunbar postmaster of 
Augusta, while in congress, because of their 
long personal association, even over the 
advocacy of other candidates by the men 
who had dune most to elect Major Black 
to congress. It was thought that Judge 
Dunbar’s personal politica: obligations to 
Major black on this account would neces- 
Sitale his withdrawal if Major Black con- 
Senied to run. However, Judge Dunbar 
dian't allow this probiem to go io the tesi, 
aS he withdrew “Lor personai reasons’’ be- 
lore Major biack entered the race. 

Major Biack and Harmony. 

Wihen it was found that Mr. Phimzy could 
not hoid the ofhce, an effort was set on 
foot by leading conservative -business men 
to bring out a candidate about whom all 
mignt raliy and who could succeed Mr. 
Waisn without a contest. kx-Congress- 
man Black was centered upon and petitions 
were circulated or signatures throughout 
the city asking him to run. it was during 
these preliminary steps and before Major 
Black had entered the race, that Captain 
Dunbar withdrew and that Mr? Charles 
A. Robbe announced his candidacy. 

Mr. Robbe Wouldn’t Witharaw. 

When Major Black was served with the 
popular petition and consented to run, Mr. 
Robbe declined to withdraw, but said he 
was in the race subject to the white pri- 
mary election at which the citizens could 
Say whether they wanted him or Major 
Black. Thus the effort to secure an election 
without a contest seemed to have come to 
naught, and a lively contest was on be- 
tween Major Biack and Mr. Robbe who it 
is. generally rumored was brought into the 
race by the Kerr influence. 

Dees the Law Eliminate Robbe, Too? 

But now the law is figuring ugain as a 
disturbing factor, so far as Mr. Robbe is 
concerned and possibly as a harmonizing 
factor, so far as the contest is concerned. 
It is claimed that Mr. Robpe’ is disqualified 
by reason of being president of the Rich- 
mond county reformatory, und pecause he 
holds large contracts with the city. Here 
is the case as stated in a communication 
today to The Chronicle:

By all it is conceded that as the matter 
stands Mr. Robbe could not hold his con- 
tracts with the city and at the same time 
hold the office of mayor. By some it is 
contended that he can relinquish his con- 
tract and qualify himself in due time for 
the office, if elected in the primary on the 
12th instant. 

By other lawyers it is maintained that he 
is bound by his contract and bond to the 
city council, and certainly could not relin- 
quish it or transfer it without council's 
consent,.or if he did transfer it to his son 
or another plumber, he would still be re- 
Sponsible for it, as would be his bondsmen, 
and as mayor of the city the would have 
to pass upon the acceptability of the work 
for which he is responsible, even though 
transferred to another. 

As to whether thé members of council 
would consent to his qualifying himself for 
mayor by relinquishing the contract with 
the city, remains in doubt and brings up 
the division in council between Kerr and 
anti-Kerr factions, if it be true that Rabbe 
is in the field as the representative of the 
Kerr element. Certainly he is not an- 
nounced as the candidate of the Kerr peo- 
ple or of any other faction, but it is whis- 
pered on the street that he entered the 
race at the solicitation of the people who 
have been identified with the Kerr faction. 
His announcement is personal, and is as 
follows: 

Mr. Robbe’s Announcement. 

‘To the Citizens of Augusta—I have lived 
in Augusta forty-three years. During that 
time I have tried to conduct myself in such 
a manner as not to deserve the enmity of 
any man. It thas long been my ambition 
to serve my people as mayor of this city. 
] have been earnestly solicited by citizens 
of all classes to announce myself as a 
candidate to succeed our lamented mayor. 
I therefore announce my candidacy for 
mayor of the city of Augusta at the elec- 
tion to be held on the li7th of April, 1899, 
Subject to the result of the intervening pri- 
mary. C. ae OBBE.”’ 

Augusta Agog Over the Issue. 

Of course the view of the question that 
has been raised which is expressed by the 
people on the street is colored by their at- 
titude for or against Robbe. The friends 
of Mr. Robbe insist that he is eligible, 
and the friends of. Black say Robbe -is 
clearly eliminated from the contest. It is 
likely, however, that men who were non- 
committal and had not aligned themselves 
either way will be likely not to vote for a 
man about whose eligibility there is any 
question. There will be no desire on the 
part of the community to carry the eligi- 
bility of the mayor of Augusta into the 
courts. People do not readily invest where 
there is uncertainty about the title to prop- 
erty, and men will not throw away their 
votes or invite legal contention. In this 
view of the case it is contended that even 


‘if Mr. Robbe should insist upon his candi- 


dacy and remain in the race his defeat is 
certain. 

Should Mr. Robbe recognize this and re- 
tire from the field, the next is, would the 
same dissatisfied element that brought him 
out induce some other candidate to come 
into the field, or will Major Black have an 
uncontested election, as was hoped for 
when this candidacy was advocated? The 
primary election will be held on thef{22th, 
and there is not much time for bringil@@j,cut 
a new candidate. Just at the pres 10- 
ment the situation is all astir. How it 
will settle down will have to be determined 
in a very few days.

THE BODIES NOT RECOVERED. 
Particulars of the Drowning of Dudley 
Potts and a Negro. 
LaGrange, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—The 
bodies of Mr. Dudley Potts and the negro, 
Arthur Conn, who were drowned yester- 
day morning in the Chattahoochee river 
in this county, have not yet been recovered. 
The whole community is stirred and every 
one for miles around has visited the home 
and the river and in some way given com- 
fort and assistance to the bereaved ones. 
It seems that Mr. Potts, Arthur Conn 
and Bill Mitchell were in a bateau drag- 
ging for a fish basket, when the drag either 
caught to the basket or a rock, and the 
river being so-swift, pulled strongly against 
them. One ‘of the negroes and Mr. Potts 
both had hold of the drag line, when the 
negro turned loose, causing the boat to 
dip and finally to eapsize. All were thrown 
out and in a very few minutes Arthur Conn, 
a negro, who was only about twenty vears 
old, sank and was drowned. The old ne- 
gro, Bill Mitchell, started immediately to 
swim to the bank, for he knew that Mr. 
Potts was an excellent swimmer and 
thought he would take care of himself. 
Mr. Potts caught to the boat, which was 
bottom upward, and went down the stream 
some distance holding to it. Mr. Potts, it 
is said, was very self-possessed and was 
watching the old negro, Mitchell, and see- 
ing that he was about to be drowned, call- 
ed out to him to catch a limb which was 
hanging over the water where he was 


struggling. The old negro heard him and 


did as directed, and his life was saved. 
All. the while Mr. Potts, confident of his 
own strength and ability to save himself, 
was floating down the stream holding cn 
to the boat, when the drag caught to a 
fastening and pulled it under. Mr. Potts 


then struck out to swim to the bank. and 


when not a considerable distance from it. 
turned on his back and began to float. In 
a moment he sank and when he rose the 
old negro, who was then on the bank, saw 
him spit the water from his mouth and he 
thought he was all right. Mr. Potts sank 
again, and ~when he arose he again spat 
out the water and the old negro still 
thought there was no danger. but the next 
moment the young man went under never 
to arise again.

I 
called on members of my family to bring 
my gun. but no one brought it, and picking 
up a piece of scantling, I stopped Johnson 
and he left.’’

DECISION FAVORS DAWSON. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMIS- 
SION DISPOSES OF APPEAL. 
Central cf Georgia and Georgia and 
Alabama Roads Must Equal- 
ize Rates. 


Washington, April 6.—The interstate com-— 
merce commission today, in an opinion by 
Commissioner Prouty, rendered its decision 
in the case. of the board of trade of the 
city of Dawson, Ga., against the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company and the 
Georgia and Alabama Railway Company. 

The complaint is that the carriers violate 
the act to regulate commerce by charging 
higher rates to Dawson, Ga., than to Eu- 
faula, Ala., and Americus and Albany, Ga., 
towns in the section of country surround- 
ing Dawson, After fully considering the 
conditions and circumstances, including the 
localities, possible transportation via Chat- 
tahoochee river, railway competition and 
the competition of markets, and the basing 
point system of rate-making as it is prac- 
ticed in the south, the commission holds: 

1. That it is undue preference -fur the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company to 
Charge any higher rates on freight trom 
New York or other eastern cities to Daw- 
son than those which are maintained from 
the same points of shipment to Eufaula. 

2. That it is undue preference for the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company or 
the Georgia and Alabama Railway Com- 
pany to charge any hignegr rates on freight 
trom Nashville, Cincinnati and Chattanouo- 
ga to Dawson than those in effect from 
the same points to Albany. 

3. That it is undue preference for ‘the 
Central of Georgia or Georgia and Ala- 
bama to charge any higher rates of fre:ght 
rates from New Orleans to Dawson than 
those which are in force from New Or- 
leans to Americus or Albany. 

4. That so long as the southern basing 
point making system of rate-making is 
adhered to, it is undue ‘preference for the 
Central of Georgia or Georgia and Ala- 
bama to charge any higher freight rates 
to Dawson than those which may be in 
effect from any of: the points of shipment 
above mentioned. :

Work for Southern Business Men. 

The Spartanburg Headlight, in com- 
menting upon The Constitution’s an- 
nouncement of the establishment of 
packing houses—the latest one in Mariet- 
ta—has this to sav: 

[If profitable in Marietta, Ga., why would 
not a similar entérprise be profitable here? 
It would take some tithe to build it up—to 
get our fartmers to raising marketable stock. 
But if a movement could be concerted be- 
tween some of our wide awake farmers and 
some of our progressive butchers, we have 
little doubt it could be made profitanvle to 
both. 

This affords an opportunity to read 
a lecture to a class. of men who, while 
not engaged in agriculture, become its 
purvevors—the merchants and business 
men. 

A few days since Hon. J. Pope Brown, 
president of the Georgia State Agricul- 
tural Society, in speaking about the sale 
of a carload of hogs in Atlanta by Mr. 
Culpepper, of Mitchell county, said: 


| “The important point about this trans- 
action is that it has established a value 


for hogs. .Now a farmer can look over 
his live hogs and think of each one as 
being so many dollars. This was im- 
possible to him heretofore, because there 
was no market, where. by wholesale or 
by retail, he could be assured that there 
was Cash awaiting his products. The 
farmers have always been willing to do 


the work, but the business men have not 


been equally willing to provide the mar- 
ket.”’ 
There is contained in this statement a 


| rebuke for our business men which they 


can only remove by going to work and 
opening up the way. There is not a 
wholesale merchant in Georgia but who 
can help the agriculture of his state by 
opening up a market for the products 
which retail merchartts can gather up 
from the farmers. The retail merchants. 
in turn, by opening a chance for the sale 
of local products, can build up the com- 
munity in which they live. The farm- 
ers will do the work if the merchants 
will but help them to find a market. We 
have heard of one merchant near Athens 
who refuses to carry the farming custoc, 
mers unless they agree, in writing. to 
raise their home supplies in preference to 
all-cotton. This merchant will become 
a leader of his people, and will deserve 
the success which is sure to come to 
him. 

The fault with our business men is 
that they remain on the low grade of 
importation. They do not.seem to have 
discovered that the genuine merchant 
who wins profit and honor in his call- 
ing is the exporter. This business of 
exportation is-the one which contains the 
greatest profit and the only hope of the 
people of the southern states. We must 
awake from the insukar policy, which de- 
ludes a farmer’s sons into thinking that 
they can make money by swapping 
knives with each other. The packing 
houses, therefore, mark a new era, and 
lead the way into self-support and inde- 
pendence. 

The Headlight is right when it calls 
for packing houses and other markets 
for our people. The business men of

bilities which lie ahead of them. Let 


' them strike out into new fields, like Saw- 


tell, Glover and others. We have not 
oniy the trade of our own states, but 
that of the West Indies is lyiig at our 
very doors.

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BANKERS LOSE BIG DEPOSIT. 


New York’s New Collection Rules 
Cause Transfers of Funds. 
From The New York Press. 

It developed yesterday that a dissolution 
of the Clearing House Association, or rath- 
er the withdrawal of some of the strongest 
banks, had been threatened on account of 
the adoption of the rules regulating collec- 
tion charges on country bank checks. 

One of the big Broadway banks insisted 
that the rules should be interpreted so that 
checks on different points in the same col- 
lection division might be bunched and 
counted as one item. That was done on last 
Thursday, when the clearing house com- 
mittee decided that the word place meant 
twenty-one states, several territories and 
the Dominion of Canada. 

But other points have been. conceded—one 
or two each day—and now bank officers tell 
tneir clerks to use common sense. That is 
the method each banker employs to get out 
of the tangle Of rules. It is their intention 
for fear of the wrath of the bank trust, to 
obey the rules; but the common sense con- 
struction results in what is a moral viola- 
tion of the rules by every banking house in 
the city. 

Confusion reigns in every banking office. 
Business men, too, are puzzled as to the 
application of the rules. They ask questions 
of the bankers, who, in turn, ask the mem- 


all are worried, puzzled and nonplused by 
the many intricate questions that have pre- 
sented themselves. 

The result is a practical abrogation of the 
rules on the second day of their operation. 
Some of the bankers make charges that 
other bankers insist are not required by the 
rules. This has resulted in much ill-feeling, 
and the transfer of many accounts. Trust 
companies, although non-members of the 
clearing house, have gained. The bulk ‘of 
many big accounts has been transferred to 
get the interest they pay. Some of the 
banks that are not connected with the 
Clearing House Association have opened 
many new accounts. In that class is one of 
the big banks in Brooklyn. It has increased 
its business enormously in the two 
weeks. 

Many country accounts, too, are being 
transferred-to other cities. The usual no- 
tices from the comptroller of the currency 
that were received yesterday show that an 
abnormally large number of country banks 
had selected banks in Philadelphia and Chi- 
cago as reserve agents, and that the appli- 
cations had been granted, 

Word was received from Philadelphia that 
one bank in that ety had increased its de- 
posits more than $1,000,000 in the week, and 
that it had opened twenty-five new ac- 
counts on last Saturday.

About Atlanta’s Rainfall, Etc. 
Editor Constitution—In your paper for 


Sunday, 2d instant, is an article of great | 


interest relating to the rainfall at Atlanta. 
While-the matter is chiefly. local im its ref- 
erence, there is’ much connected with the 
sark® special subject that is genera] in in- 
terest and value. During the past fifty 
Years many important discoveries have 
been made in regard to the rainfall over the 
earth. 

It had been found, for instance, that the 
average precipitation at the equator js 100 
inches annually, and that aS we B0 north- 
ward from that belt there is a decrease in 
the yearly: rainfall for about one inch for 
each degree of latitude traversed until the 
pole is reached, where the supposed precipl- 
tation is only ten inches annually. There 
are two causes for the excessive downpour 
from the clouds at the equator. In the frst 
place the equatorial belt of about 100 miles 
in width presents for the action of the sun 
a vast area of ocean cut only by two nar- 
row strips of continents and some small 
islands. The sun’s heat upon this great 
water surface is not only unbroken, but it 
is always at the most intense point. Con- 
sequently the evaporation jis great and con- 
stant. Much of this evaporation is return- 
ed almost immediately to some point along 
the belt, for there are no contfnuous winds 
there blowing the gathering clouds either 
north or south. 

As we go north from the equator the 
sun’s rays not only become less direct 
upon the earth, but the area of the oceans 
becomes narrower—presenting less water 
surface for evaporation—while the bodes 
of the continents and islands grow wider. 
In the frigid zones there is little or no 
evaporation from sun heat, and a con- 
sequence the precipitation is mainly in the 
form of snow from clouds blown thither by 
the winds. ; 

Local agencies at times make changes in 


as 


the estimated averages of a rainfall in all 


latitudes. High mountains intercept the 
winged carriers of the séa—the clouds laden 
with moisture drawn up from the face of 
the deep—and arid plains beyond and in 
line of prevailing winds are the result. 
Countries lying directly in the paths of 
prevailing winds which sweep without in- 
terruption from near-by seas, always get 
more rain than the latitude degree would 
indicate. Florida, without mountains, is a 
conspicuous illustration, for this state gets 
rains from three certain sources—east, west 
and south. 

The other southern and gulf states are 
more favorably situated for certain and 
Sure agricultural successes. We are exX- 
actly in the center of that broad belt of 
latitude where nature comes with her most 
generous and benign degrees of proper sun 
heat ahd with the fullest amount of rain- 
fall necessary to secure success with both 
grains and grasses. ‘This belt is also the 
home of the most luscious of the fruits. 
South of us the rains are too great for 
healthfulness, and to the north of us the 
sun heat is not at all times strong enough 
for best general results where sunshine is 
required, 

Atlanta is in latitude between 33 and 34. 
Her normal rainfall should therefore be 
something over 66 inches. The reported 
measurements indicate only about 8&2 
inches. This caleulation shows that in the 
present defective system there is a deficit of 
Some 14 inches, in thé annual average, 
Which is not caugnt and held in the rain 
fuages Now in use. 

There are no high mountain chains near 
Atlanta. Nor is there here any vast arid 
desert of sand to absorb the moisture of 
the atmosphere before it can assume the 
torms of rain. Hence this Queen Clty of 
the South is situated where she can get 
the maximum of nature’s blessings in the 
matter of both rain and sunshine. The 
government instruments don’t cheat her 
out of these—there is simply a failure to 
report the matter in the fullest truth. 

I wish al! the world could be made to see 
why it is that our southern states possess 
So many Natural advantages over the bleak 
and frozen north—a north still covered with 
snow and ice, while the strawberry and 
uppie blossoms are now rejoicing in the 
sunshine of spring here in Lixie.

Aldermen Mayson and Day Did Not Wish 
To Settle Matter 


——— 


EFFORT WAS MADE TO RECONSIDER 


Board Will Hold Special Session at 
Noon Today To Pass Upon the 
Contemplated Improvements 
To Be Made on White- 
hall Street. 


The aldermanic board, at a meeting held 
yesterday afternoon, refused to concur in 
the action of the council in recommending 
certain resolutions calling for improve- 
ments which were vetoed by the mayor 
severa] days ago. This action practically 
upholds the mayor in his stand against 
the resolutions and the matter will now 
probably assume a more interesting shape. 

It is possible, however, that the original 
resolutions. as passed upon and approved 
by the general council will be put in dif- 
ferent shape and may again be considered. 
Séveral of the members of the aldermanic 
board were in favor of concurring with the 
council so as to bring the matter to a 
crisis, but upon a vote of those present the 
motion was lost. 

The veto matter was taken up immedlate- 
ly after the meeting was called to order and 
considerable discussion was had on the 
subject by the members of the board. Al- 


derman Mayson saié@ that as the city coun- 
cil had already expressed its opinion in re- 
gard to the matter he saw no reason why 
the aldermanic board should not do like- 
wise. 


Alderman Rice said that he did not want 
to take a vote on the matter unless he had 
more information on the subject. City At- 
torney Anderson was then called upon to 
explain the matter of the veto and he 
stated that it had been the custom in the 
past for the mayor in vetoing a set of reso- 
lutions to veto each one separately. 

In the matter under discussion it was 
found that the mayor had vetoed the entire 
set as a whole, stating in his message the 
particular resolutions that he disapproved. 
Alderman Mayson then asked if it was not 
mecessary for the mayor to veto each reso- 
lution separately in order to make the ac- 
tion legal. City Attorney Anderson did not 
think so and stated further that had-the 
mayor simply refused to either. approve or 
disapprove the resolutions they would have 
been held up just the same. 

Following this - explanation Alderman 
Turner moved to mon-concur with council 
for the reason that separate action was 
not taken in the council on each of the 
resolutions disapproved by the mayor. This 
was seconded by Alderman Rice and a vote 
was then taken, which resulted in the fol- 
lowing: Yeas: Rice, Turner, Kilpatrick. 
Nays: Mayson, Day. 

Alderman Mayson said that he was not in 
favor of non-concurring with council for 
the reason that such action would mean 
a practical dismissal of the entire matter. 
Alderman Day was of the same opinion. 

Just before the meeting adjourned Alder- 
mran Kilpatrick said that after thinking the 
matter over he had come to the conclusion 
that the action of the body had been some- 
what hasty and he moved to reconsijder the 
vote. In this he was seconded and a vote 
to reconsider was taken with the result 
that Aldermen Rice and Turner still held 
their ground. ; 

The vote stood three for and two againet 
Teconsideration and Chairman Mitchell 
etated that the yeas had it. The question 
of whether or not a sufficient number of 
votes for reconsideration had been cast 
came up and City Attorney Anderson stated 
that only a two-thirds vote could settle 
the matter. Chairman Mitchell then ruled 
that according to the vote the matter was 
not reconsidered and remained in its origi- 
nal shape. ' 

Whitehall Street Held Up. 

The matter of widening and improving 
Whitehall street came up for consideration 
and some discussion was had with the re- 
sult that it was agreed to hold up the mat- 
ter until noon today, when an adjourned 
session of the aldermanic board will be held 
to discuss and pass upon the report of the 
streets committee. 

Alderman Rice said that he was in favor 
of the contemplated improvements if he 
could be assured that the citizens of the 
thoroughfare would agree to bear their 
share of: the expenses. He stated further 
that as the matter stood he had seen no 
binding agreement to that effect and that 
when such was in evidence he would gladly 
favor the movement. 

Several of the other members of the board 
agreed with him’ in the matter and ex- 
pressed’ themselves as willing to adjourn 
the meeting until this morning in order to 
give the residents on Whitehall street suffi- 
cient time to place a suitable agreement 


in shape to be présented to the board. 


Fruit Stand Petition Not Considered. 

When the petition of Hammack & Lucas 
asking for the privilege of having a fruit 
stand at the Norcross corner came up for 
consideration Alderman Mayson suggested 
that the matter be held over for the time 
being that the members of the aldermanic 
board might look into the request. 

This was agreed upon. Alderman Rice 
Stated that he had been shown a copy -of 
a deed made in 1854 by Mr. Norcross in 
which two feet in front of the building at 
the corner of Peachtree and Marietta 


Streets had been reserved by the owner and 


that according to the paper the city had no 
Teal right to interfere in the matter.

no recollection of the two feet reservation 
clause and thought that no harm might be 
done by holding the petition over for fur- 
ther investigation.

The meeting ad- 
journed at 4:30 o’clock, after being in ses- 
sion about an hour and a half, and will 
meet again this morning to consider the 
Whitehall matter in full.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


It will be the source of no little geratifica- 
tion to Atlanta friends of Edmund A, Fel- 
der, who, it will be remembered, was chief 
of the bureau of concessions of the Cotton 
States and International exposition, to 
learn that he now holds the prominent 
position of assistant director general of 
the Philadelphia exposition of 1899. 

The Philadelphia exposition of 1899 is for 
the development of American manufactures 
and the expansion of the export trade of 
the United States, and it will be the first 
national exposition of that character ever 
held in this country. It will be under the 
joint auspices of the Philadelphia Com- 
mercial Nuseum and the Franklin institute, 
and confining itself to the specific purposes 
of its organization, will display manufac- 
tured products of the United States espe- 
cially suitable for export, and for the pur- 
pose of comparison, collections of samples 
of goods made in the commercial countries 
of Europe and successfully sold in the 
markets of the world. The exposition will 
open in September and run through Novem- 
ber. 

An area of eight acres of ground will be 
covered by the main group of buildings, 
and the available exhibition space wil be 
at least 200,000 square feet. The buildings 
are to be erected on the west side of the 
Schuylkill river, within fifteen minutes’ 
ride of the city hall, on a tract of fifty-six 
acres of land given to the Commercial Mu- 
seum by the city of Philadelphia. Outside 
of the space occupied by the main buildings 
there will thus be within the exposition 
grounds ample space for the erection of 
detailed structures for special exhibits, such 
as agricultural macninery, locomotives, rail- 
way and street cars, etc., and a large area 
for the amusement features, which prom- 


ise to be as unique and interesting as the j 


exposition is practical. 

Sanction and support has been given to 
the exposition by the national government 
through an act of congress appropriating 
$350,000 to aid it. ‘The city of Philadelphia 
has given $200,000, the state of Pennsylvania 
$0,0w and the citizens of Philadelphia, 
individually, $50,000. A bill now pending in 
the legislature of Pennsylvania appro- 
priates $200,000 more, making a total sum 
of about $850,000 which will be available 
for the purposes of the exposition. 

Mr. P. A. B. Widener, a well known 
Philadelphian, who is connected with the 
street railway systems of several of the 
larger cities, is president*of the Exposition 
Association, and Dr. William P. Wilson, 
director of the Philadelphia museums, is 
the director general of the exposition. The 
board of directors of the exposition asso- 
ciation includes a number of the most 
prominent and energetic business men of 
Philadelphia.

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PENDLEY MAKES A 


EINAL STATEMENT 


Announces It Is His Last Appear- 
ance in Type 


TELLS OF TWO CONFESSIONS: 


Says He Wants To Set Himself Right 
with Publi 


OFFICERS DENY WHAT PENDLEY SAYS 


Declare They Have Sufficient Evidence 
To Convict Both Men Without 
the Aid of the Confession. 
Attorneys Make State- 
ments. 


John H. Pendley, the ex-confessor to the 
Ponder murder, positively played his last 
engagement to a newspaper reporter last 
night. 

Pendley sent for a Constitution reporter 
yesterday evening and in the presence of 
his attorney made a statement which he 
says he made in order to set himself 
straight before the public, and he announ- 
ced that it would absolutely be his last 
talk for the press. 

The man who confessed to the murder 
of Policeman Ponder tol@ a story last 
night, giving his whole history of late, 
and said that he wished to state positively 
that he never killed Ponder and he knows 
positively nothing about the muder of the 
officer. 

There were two things in this final state- 
ment which might be criticised. One was 
the statement that he never saw George 
Bankston before the day he met him at 
Decatur when he was asked to identify 
the man whom he had implicated in the 
killing; and the other was that he first 
made\the confession for the purpose of 
getting out of the DeKalb county chain- 
gang, and afterwards he stated that he 
first spoke of the murder to a negro con- 
vict whom he thought would never tell on 
him. 

Pendley also denied emphatically seme 
of the things recently published about him, 
saying that he was tired of the quizzing 
of reporters, and had said some things as 
a joke which were published as facts. He 
denied having said he had three wives, 
and he said he had never stated he did not 
sign the statement which was published 
in The Constitution yesterday morning. 

Pendiey’s Final Statement. 

This is Pendley’s final statement, which 
he made last night: 

“T wanted to get out of the DeKalb coun- 
ty chaingang. I got mad with a convict 
named Dollins Sanders and struck him on 
the head with a hatchet. For this I was 
given twenty-five lashes by Captain Nash. 
I was dejected and sick, and one day I 
told a negro convict that I had@ killed Po- 
liceman Ponder. I did not think at the 
time that the negro would repeat what I 
told him. When the guards found out 
what I had told the negro Captain Nash 
asked me about it, and then it occurred 
to me that the story would get me out 
of the chaingang, and so I repeated the 
confession to Nash. later’ Detectives 
Wootten and Harris came to me and ask- 
ed me about the killing. They asked me 
to describe the store and tell who was 
there with me. I began to think up a lot 
of ‘names, and Wootten said I mustn't 
give so many names, as there were not that 
many persons at the killing. Harris asked 
me if Bankston was not there. Wootten 
said they had Bankston under suspicion 
and that he was already in jail. I said yes, 
Bankston was with me. When _—itthey 
brought Bankston to me _ handcuffed to 
Policeman Harper, I« Knew which was 
Bankston, because Harper is a little man. 
That was the first time I ever saw Bank- 
ston in my life. After I wemt before the 
grand jury and made the confession Mr. 
Cuyler Smith came to me at the Tower 
and Captain Nash and Detective Wootten 
were there. Mr. Smith said my mother ha@ 
employed him to defend me, and the officers 
called me aside and told me that I didn't 
want a lawyer. Captain Nash told me that 
the state would give me a lawyer. He 
offered to buy me all the clothes I wanted. 
At that time I owned up to Mr. Smith 
that my confession was false, and then I 
signed a statement which was published 
in The Constitution. Mr. Smith was the 
first person to whom I admitted that I 
had not killed Ponder and knew nothing 
of the murder.’”’ 

He Makes Some Explanations. 

When asked how he accounted for the 
statements of witnesses that he had been 
seen with Bankston on the afternoon of 
the murder, he replied: . 

“If they say I was with Bankston they 
tell what is not true, for I never saw 
Bankston before to know him until he was 
brought to me at Decatur.” 

He was questioned about his attack on 
Joseph Cronin on February 1, 1898, Cronin 
being an important witness in the Ponder 
murder. He said he never followed Cronin 
and did not attack him. His fine of $10.75 
he said was remitted upon the petition 
of his mother, and this staiement is veri- 
fied by the police records. 

The city detectives deny all that Pendley 
says about them in connection with the 
case. They state that they did not coach 
him in his confession and that they at 
first were inclined to disbelieve him. 

Chief Manly says he believes the officers 
have enough evidence to convict both 
Pendley and Bankston of the musder of 
Ponder without Pendley’s confession. 

Pendley and Bankston will be tried for 
the murder in the superior criminal court 
next week. 

Attorney Smith’s Statement. 

Cuyler Smith, attorney for Pendley, gave 
out.the following statement about the case 
yesterday: 

“T am counsel for John H. Pendley and 
I believe his statement which he made 
first to me in the Tower on March 8th. 
Mrs. Pendley had sent word to me by Mr. 
W. S. Howard to come out to see her in 
Decatur. I went to the DeKalb county 
jail with Mr. Howard. Mrs. Pendley told 
me that she knew her son did not do the 
murder and wanted me to take his case. 
I arranged to do this. The unfortunate 
woman was very much excited and: cried 
continually. She has been in -jail for sell- 
ing whisky at Lithonia. 

“t saw John Pendley for the first time 
the day after the grand jury met. It was

HOWARD MAKES A STATEMENT. 


of His Connection with the

W. S. Howard, counsel in the cases of 
Bankston and Pendley, has the following 
statement to make in reference to the con- 


duct of the case: 

“Il was employed by Bankston when he 
was first accused of the murder of Pounder 
by Pendley. I was sent for by Mrs. Pend- 
ley, the mother of John Pendley, she then 


being in the DeKalb county jail. I went 
down to Decatur and saw her. She knew 
that I was employed by Bankston, rut 
wanted me to defend her son. I told her 
this was impossible, as I could not jeopar- 
dize Bankston’s interests by representing 
her son. Pendley was at that time in the 
DeKalb county chaingang. I told her that 
I would suggest my friend, Mr. Cuyler 
Smith, as ah attorney to represent her 
son. She concluded that she would see 
Mr. Smith; so, about a week before the 
grand jury was to meet in’ Atlanta, I took 
Mr. Smith to Decatur to see her, when 
she employed him for her son. Up to this 
time I had not seen Pendley, nor did I 
care to see him, as all his statements were 
antagonistic to Bankston’s interests. Mr. 
Smith and I understood that Mss. Pendley 
was to be released on the 7th of March, 
the day the grand jury met. On the 8th 
Mr. Smith called at my office and invited 
me to meet him at the Tower to talk with 
Pendley, whom he had not seen. I missed 
the appointment, but saw Mr. Smith later 
in the day, when he said that ‘he had had 
a conversation with Pgndley which he 
wanted me to hear from Pendley, as it 
was a statement. I made an appointment 
with Mr. Smith and we went to the Tower, 
saw Pendley, and to us he made the state- 
ment you published yesterday. I took it 
down in shorthand and wrote it out, had 
it witnessed by Mr. Laird. Since hearing 
the truth from Pendley, Mr. Smith, and I 
as counsel for Bankston, thought it to 
the interest of our client to work together 
in the case. Colonel Westmoreland was 
with me in the Bankston case and is now 
interested in both.’’ 


POLICE SUMMONS IS ILLEGAL. 


fayor and City Clerk Must Sign the 
Papers—Matter Is Causing 
Much Trouble. 

It is very probable that the city clerk 
and the mayor will have to sign several 
blank police court summons and that the 
present subpoenas will be thrown away, 
as they bear the name of the mayor and 
clerk in printed form. 

The people, and especially the lawyers, 
are taking advantage of the fact that no 
Summons is legal unless it is signed by 
the clerk and mayor, and when this point 
is raised the recorder is forced to decide 
that. way. 

On several occasions this has caused trou- 
ble and offenders against the law have 
escaped punishment. 

The trouble has developed further since 
Recorder Broyles has fined witnesses an@ 
defendants for not obeying the writs 
served on them by the police. Only yes- 
terday an attorney whose client had failed 
to come to court held that he was not in 
contempt because the summons. served 
with the name of the mayor and clerk 
printed was not legal. The recorder had 
to dismiss the contempt case.

This will re- 
quire these officials to write their signa- 
tures some 20,000 times during the year.

CHILD TAKEN BY THE rile 


The Mother Declared She Was from New 
Orleans, La, 


SHE BOARDED WITH MAS. DICKEY 


Left the House Two Days Ago To 
Secure Other Lodgings—Police 
Were Yesterday Morning 
Asked To Investigate 
the Case. 


Yesterday morning -Call Officer McCurdy 
Was sent to No. 61 East Cain street to 
look into a mysterious desertion of a iittle 
baby, 

The story is a remarkable one and the 
police are trying to find the mother, who 
has disappeared. 

Six weeks ago yesterday a handsome 
middle-aged lady called at No. 61 East 
Cain street and engaged board. She said 
she was Mrs. Adams, from New Orleans, 
and had come to Atlanta for her health 
and that her husband would shortly fol- 
low her.

FOR DEAD HERORS 


Flag Was Lowered Over Department 
Meadquarters. 


DEPARTMENT CLOSED EARLY 


Every Mark of Respect Was Shown for 
the Nation’s Dead, 


FLAG WAS LOWEREB FOR FIRST TIME 


Colors Over the Department of the 
Gulf Have Never Before Been 
at Half Mast.

The national flag over the headquarters 
of the department of the gulf was at half- 
mast yesterday, and at 2 o’clock the depart- 
ment closed for the day as a mark of re- 


“spect to the soldiers who were killed in 


the Cuban and Porto Rican campaigns. 

The lowering of the colors was done by 
order of the president, who, several days 
ago, directed that flags over all government 
buildings in the country be placed at half- 
mast on the day of the interment... The 
closing of the department at 2 o'clock, 
however, was done because the officers at 
department headquarters thought that it 
would be fitting to show some mark of 
zsespect of their own volition. 

This did not delay the work at depart- 
ment headquarters, as nothing is allowed 
to interfere with that. The cierks finished 
up their work yesterday, and some of 
them remained at the building until 4 
o'clock, but those who desired to do so 
were allowed to go at 2 o'clock, and no 
orders were issued after that hour. 

The bodies of the 336 men who fell in 
battle during the Spanish-American war 
were interred yesterday aftermoon at 2 
o'clock in the Ariineton cemetery, near 
Washington, or rather, the ceremony of in- 
terring them was begun, as it will require 
several Gays to place all the bodies in the 
graves. At the post the colors were at 
half-mast, but no salute was fired, that 
ceremony not having been ordered by the 
president. 

The fiag should have been lowered at 
headquarters at 12 o'clock, but the man who 
attends to the misunderstood the 
order and lowered the flag when the depar'- 
ment was opened for the morning. This 
made no special difference, however, and 
the flag was kept at half-mast throughout 
the entire day.

s The interring of the bodies refreshed the 


memories of the officers and clerks, and 
after the department had closed for the 
day they told stories both of the Spanish- 
American and the civil wars.

H. C. Beermann Claims There Is a 
Combination Against Him. 


SAYS TRADE HAS BEEN INJURED 


Alleges Wholesale Merchants’ Associa- 
tion Has Influenced Tobacco Man- 
ufacturers Not To Sell Him. 


H. C. Beermann, through his attorneys, 
filed a suit for $15,000 damages in the supe- 
rior court yesterday against the Whole- 
sale Merchants’ Association of Atlanta and 
G. T.- Dodd, E. 8S. Kelley, K. K. Kelley, 
N. E. Murphy, Claude Shewmake, E. R. 
Tidwell, H. Y. McCord, Gus T. Dodd, J. 
J. Maddox and J. E. Maddox. It is claim- 
ed by Mr. Beermann that the defendants, 
by means of a combination, have caused a 
great loss to him in his tobacco business 
and have caused him to wind up his whole- 
sale tobacco trade entirely. 

He alleges that because he sold tobaceo 
of all kinds, including cigars, cigareties 
and other products of a similar character 
below the standard price set by the Whole- 
sale Merchants’ Association and the other 
merchants in the city the manufacturers 
from whom he bought his stock, through 
the influence of the defendants, now decline 
to sell to him. 

Mr. Beermann states that he attempted 
to buy his usual supply from the American 
Tobacco Company on October Ist, but that 
he was refused. He says he sent the money 
to the tobacco company in advance, but 
that a reply was sent saying the American 
Tobacco Company could not sell him mar- 
kKetable products at any price. 

He says that because he sold below the 
prices of the members of the Wholesale 
Merchants’ Associafion of this city, the 
American Tobacco Tompany was notified 
that if. it did not stop selling to him the 
merchants in the Wholesale Merchants’ As- 
sociation would cease to buy from it. 

The plaintiff alleges that he went to’Ma- 
con and was there refused by dealers in 
tobaceo through the influence of the same 
association. He says that the R. J. Reyn- 
olds company, P, H. Haynes and Liggett & 
Myers, also refused to sell to him, hav- 
ing been given notice by the same associa- 
tion, 

The plaintiff alleges that his trade with 
the American Tobacco Company amounted 
to about $10,000 per; annum. He says he 
has lost $1,500 since October ist.

STATE CAN’T ENFORCE DECISION 
New York Corporation Wins Before 
Virginia Court of Appeals. 
Richmond, Va., April 6.—The most impor- 
tant case decided by the supreme court of 
appeals today was that of Taylor versus 
the Mutual Reserve Fund Lilfe Associas 

tion, a New York corporation. 

In this case J. M. Taylor, the plaintiff, 
a citizen of Virginia, became a member of 
tre company, which is a mutual assessment 
company, in 1882. The company, the bill 
alleged, subsequently raised its assessment 
on the plaintiff’s policy to a sum in excess 
of that stipulated for the certificate of 
membership or policy of insurance, He, 
therefore, filed a bill in the law and equity 
court of this city, alleging that the as- 
sessment complained of was illegal and ex- 
tortionate and averring that the company 
had threatened to declare his policy for- 
feited unless the assessment complained of 
was paid within a given time. And he 
prayed that the company be enjoined from 
carrying out this threat, and that the court 
determine what was a reasonable assess- 
ment. 

The company demurred to the bill on the 
ground, among others, that the subject was 
not within the jurisdiction of the courts of 
Virginia, and the demurrer was sustained. 

The court of appeals (Judge Buchanan de- 
livering the opinion) affirmed the decree of 
the lower court, holding that the courts of 
this state cannot exercise visitational pow- 
ers over the corporations of another state, 
and that any decree undertaken to exercise 
such powers would be nugatory, because 
the court woujd be without power or uu- 
thority to enforce it.

Successor to Dr. Raffel Leaves Wash- 
ington for Apia, 
Washington, April 6.—Herr Solf, who is 
to succeed Dr. Raffel as president of the 
municipal council of Apia, hag left Wash- 
ington for his post via Chicago and Colo- 
rado Springs, Col., planning his movements 
so as to be able to take the steamer at 
San Francisco sometime between the 10th 

and 15th of next month. 

The state department has not yet select- 
ed its representative on the Samoan com- 
mission, but the president is giving the 
matter his personal attention. 

The German ambassador, Dr. Von Holle- 
ben, called at the state department today 
to felicitate Secretary Hay on the satis- 
factory adjustment of the Samoan affair. 
Even as late as yesterday afternoon the 
last possibilities of a hitch had not disap- 
peared, but late in the day official dis- 
patches were received from Berlin stating 
that as a result of conferences between the 
German, British and American represen- 
tatives a settlement was assured. The 
main feature of this conference was in a 
determination -that the high commission 
would act .by unanimous vote and not 
through a majority. This is on the theory 
that the details will be, of high character, 
that unanimous agreement will be certain, 
although there is, of course, the possibility 
of a deadlock. The present tendency is 
not to provide a final arbitrator, but to 
assume that the commission will agree 
among themselveg This eliminates for the 
present King Oscar, of Sweden, who has 
been mentioned for umpire. 

The German ambassador and members 
of his staff also made a call today at the 
British embassy, thus further evidencing 
the agreeable relations which have sudden- 
ly taken the place of the rather strained 
conditions heretofore prevailing in Samoa. 


THREE POWERS AGREE FULLY. 


many Reach a Conclusion. 

Berlin, April 6—An agreement has been 
reached between the three powers—the 
United States, Great Britain and Ger- 
many—on two propositions, namely: 

The appointment by @ach power of a 
high official to investigate and regulate 
the conditions prevailing at Samoa, and 
the making of unanimity necessary in all 
decisions of these high officials.

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Early Months Favorites—Bulls Grow- 
ing More Confident Under Many 
Unfavorable Conditions. 
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New York, April 6.—By Associated Press: 
The demand for cotton futures was quite 
active this morning and of a general char- 
acter. The opening call developed firmness 
&@t an advance of 2@4 points on the remote 
pcsitions, while the nearer months opened 
at unchanged prices to an advance of 1 
point. The remote deliveries maintained a 
firm relation to the general list throughout 
the session owing to advices of cold rains 
in Texas, and extremely low temperature 
to a greater or less extent elsewhere. Cov- 
ering upon an extensive scale was a feature 
of the early market in good part on Liv- 
erpool and other foreign orders. These were 
directed largely toward the near positions 
and resuited in their ultimately moving 
up until the advance was as great as that 
on the late positions. Sfill later the general 
market showed more or less irregularity, 
resulting from an alternating mood on the 
part of the tocal contingent, who were in- 
fluenced by the somewhat conflicting char- 
acter of weather accounts and cotton plant- 
ing gossip. The average of the English pub- 
lic cables was not satisfactory, although 
the liberal sales of spot cotton at Liverpool 
made a good impression. According to pri- 
vate cables the advance on futures at Liv- 
erpool was due to bullish weather accounts 
from this side. Light receipts also served 
to check selling. While the foreign contin- 
e€ent bought the near positions quite freely, 
they were disposed to sell the later de- 
liveries. Southern orders were not numer- 
ous, and were about evenly divided be- 
tween the long and short sides of the mar- 
ket. Some predictions of frost toright over 
the greater part of the cotton belt and es- 
timates of smalier receipts made all classes 
of traders cautious during the afternoon. 
“Taking the session as a whole the volume 
of trading was only fairly full with a dis- 
position to hesitate and hold off for further 
developments respecting the new crop. Tne 
market closed steady at a net advance of 
244 points.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Weekly Cotton 
Letter. 


New York, April 5.—Ih face of a com- 
paratively light movement during the past 
two months, the stock of cotion in the 
ports and interior towns has become la. ger 
than at the same time last season. Tiis 
is certainly the surprising feature in the 
situation, indicating as it does, almost a 
cessation of demand from consumers. 

This accumulation of cotton, rather than 
the increase in the movement after the 
severe Weather of February, is the real 
reason for the liquidation of the specula- 
tive holdings, as people were not slow 
tov notice the gradual withdrawal of spin- 
ners on the advance. 

It is believed that a portion of the stock 
remaining in the south is exceed.ngly un- 
desirable in character rather than in grade, 
and a quantity will not even deliver on 
contract; but undoubtedly the larger por- 
tion consists of grades withheld from the 
market when it was seen that the weather 
conditions would reduce the grade of the 
cotton remaln.ng in the fields. This situa- 
tion has been tersely put, in the remark 
that there was probably 800,000 oales to 
be added to the surplus, of which 300,000 
bales would be undesirable, while 500,000 
bales would be of such a character that 
spinners would willingly add them to their 
reserve surplus at a fair price. 

Some of the American spinners are now 
buying slowly of these desirable cottons, 
on the basis of good trade and the p-ss.- 
bility of a smaller yield mext year as a 
result of late planting and the redticed 
use of fertilizers. It is too early yet to 
detinitely estimate the reduction In the 
output and use of fertilizers, but from 
present advices their use will be matemally 
curtailed. 

Planting preparations are every where 
backward, though whether this delity will 
tend to reduce the acreage is a disputed 
question, as many acres which would have 
heen devoted to other crops can now cnly 
be put into either cotton of corn. 


Epecialties Were Raided and They 
Show Losses of from 3 to 10 
Per Cent.

New York, April 6.—Stock prices slumped 
badly today and closed active and weak 
at about the lowest. Crop advices were 
unfavorable, and these were given color 
by the advance in wheat, but the principal 
cause for the shaking of confidence was a 
renewal of stringency in the call money 
market. Discrimination in loans in certain 
industrials and specialties made some brok- 
ers disinclined to carry marginal accounts 
for some of these properties. The attitude 
was taken advantage of by the bear contin- 
gent and promiscuous selling of the general 
specialty group followed. Among the more 
conspicuous extreme breaks were Brooklyn 
Transit 10, Metropolitan 84, Manhattan 7g, 
Consolidated Gas and American Steel 7 
each, Fedial Steel and 
each and many others in this group from 
3 to 4. Some of these stocks closed above 
the lowest, Brooklyn Transit, Manhattan 
and Consolidated Gas being conspicuous. 
The declines in the more active railways 
approximated 2 points. The acknowledged 
bull leaders, presumably having liquidated, 
Seemed apathetic in stemming the down- 
ward course of properties with which they 
are identified. ‘There were occasional ral- 
lies apparently only to afford a new level 
from which to let @o stocks. The recent 
continued advance in many stocks, which 
eliminated much of the short interest, made 
the decline rapid, as there was no support 
from this quarter. Many stop loss orders 
were uncovered, thus accelerating the de- 
cline. London early purchased about as 
much as it sold yesterday, but the market 
there followed local quotations so nearly 
that arbitrage business ceased. There was 
much money borrowed early on call around 
6 and 8 per cent on railways, but 2 per 
cent or more in addition was exacted on 
industrial collateral and 12 per cent for eall 
loans Was reached at times during the day. 
Before the close money was offered down 
from 8 to 4 per cent on railroad collateral

DAMASCUS CAMP ORGANIZED 


Ed Cox Selected by Commissioners To 
Organize Donaldsonville Camp. 


MANY APPLICATIONS BEFORE PRISON BOARD 


The Last Transfer of Prisoners Was 
Effectei by Removal of Convicts 
from Echo, Ga., Yesterday. 


The first appointment to be made by the 
prison commission of the deputy Wardens 
who.are to be charged with the care of 
the state’s convicts under the new system 
was announced yesterday morning. The 
new camp which has been established at 
Damascus, Ga,, where fifty convicts have . 
been hired by the tirm cf Greer & Sons, 
hase been placed in charge of 8. 8. Ever- 
eit, one of the most prominent candidates 
for the position of deputy warden, The 
new appoint.e was notified to take charge 
of the Damascus camp at once and organ- 
ize it as soon as possible. The only other 
appointment made by the commission is a 
temporary one, and was the 6election of 
Mr. Ed Cox to take charge ot and organize 
the Donaldsonville camp in Decatur coun- 
ty. This camp has been without a captain 
since the new lease expired on the first 
of the momh, and it was the desire of 
the commission to get a competent man 
tO assume Charge of the prisdners at an 
early a date as passible. 

The commission is beseiged with letters 
of recommendaton and applications from 
candidates for the positions of deputy war- 
den and camp physicians, and with forty 
positions to fill the task before the mem- 
bers is one that will consume g-veral 
days. 

There is no intention on the part of the 
commission, however, to make all the ap- 
pointments at once for the reason that 
the great majority of the camps are at 
present in good hands and can wait for 
their new physicians and deputy. wardens. 
{t is also certain that a number of men 
who are now in charge will be permanent- 
ly retained in the employ of the state. 
Great interest waits on the decision of 
the commission as there is hardly a county 
in the state but what has its applicant 
or pplicants for one position of another 
in the gift of the commission. 

Last Transfer Yesterday. . 

The last transfer of convicts from the 
hands of the old lessees to those of the 
new contractors was effectea yesterday 
afternoon by the removal of a squad of 
twenty prisoners from the convict camp 
at Echo, Ga., to the camp of Kruger & 
Pace, at Albany, Ga. The twenty men 
Were sent under guard last evening and 
arrived without mishap at their destina- 
tion. The principal transfers that have 
been effected in the state and which were 
demanded by the redivision of the pris- 
oners were of sixteen men from Alexan- 
derville to Halow, Ga.; twenty men from 
Echo to Albany, Ga.; fifty men from’ va- 
rious camps in the vicinity of Donaldson- 
ville; fifty men from surrounding camps 
to Albany and the same number to 
Worth, Ga., and forty-three men to Oak- 
number of small transfers 
were also effected between neighboring 
caénps. 

The only movement of convicts now to 
be accomplished by the commission is the 
remova) of the women prisoners from 
Heardmont to Milledgeville, which will be- 
gin April 10th. 

It is considered remarkable that with so 
many transfers of convicts going on that 
no mishap, such as the escape of a prisoner 
or an instance of mutiny, should have 
occurred, and it is undoubtedly due in 


large part to the excellent system adopted 
by the prison commission.

New Cotton Bale Attracts Attention at 
Union Depot. 


FARMERS WILL ADOPT PROCESS 


Compress Will Be Given a Trial Gen- 
erally in Georgia Next Fall. 


MARKETING COST IS GREATLY REDUCED 


The Round Bale Is Looked Upon as 
the Greatest Invention Since 
the Gin.

A sample of the cylindrical cotton bale 
prepared by the new Lowry compress has 
been placed on exhibition at the union depot 
by the agent of the manufacturing com- 
pany in the south. . 

The round cotton bale has attracted con- 
siderable interest among the passengers 
leaving and entering the city, for the rea- 
son that great attention is being given to it 


&tate, who are examining it with a view to 
reducing the cost of production and of mar- 
keting’ their staple, 

The new Lowry bale is prepared in the 
Shape of a cylinder with the cotton wound 
around and measures thirty-six by eighteen 
inches, 

It is claimed by the agent of the company 
that with the process used by the Lowry 
compress the cotton contained in the bale 
can be sampled from the end, owing to the 
manner in which it is put together, where- 
as in other cylindrical bales the sample 
from the end does not always show the 
class of cotton contained in the bale. 

System in Use Next Year. 

Georgia raised cotton is to be packed In 
cylindrical bales by the next ginning season 
and by that time a number of plants, both 
of the Lowry and American compress type, 
will be placed in mills in different parts of 
the state. The southern agent of the form- 
er compress thas in the past week closed a 
contract with the Gate City Oil Company 
for plants in its branch houses at Jackson, 
Covington, Madison, Ga., and with other 
firms, the plants to be in readiness for op- 
eration by the time of the next ginning 
season. 

The Lowry compress is made at the pres- 
ent time in Boston, but beginning with next 
year it is expected that the main manu- 
factory for the plant will be established at 
Augusta, Ga. 

It is the belief of many that the cylindri- 
cal bale, by whatever compress it is pre- 
pared, is the greatest invention, from the 
standpoint of the farming element, since the 
gin was invented years ago. It is claimed 
for the bale in its new shape and compact 
condition that it will save the farmer of 
yeorgia between 2% and 3 cents a pound in 
marketing.
